As for the "one-shot" effort, I think it 
would put us in a most disadvantageous posture. 

At the least, it should only be in response to 
an appeal for same by the RIG and Souvanna. If 
one does thin kind of thing once, he has to be 
ready to do it again— and to do more i 


Bombing of "areas where Viet Minh forces 
are believed to be" could get us into the same 
business of killing at random. 


In short, a move like this is likely to 
raise more problems thai it solves. 
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
